1743-1794 

Born  in  Paris,  son  of  a  wealthy 
tradesman.  As  a  student  won 
a  prize  for  an  essay  on  lighting 
the  streets  of  Paris.  Held  vari- 
ous Government  posts.  A  mar- 
tyr of  the  Reign  of  Terror. 
Founder  of  modern  chemistry.
